also is omitted from the story. 

while 1 ony uvirgan is at the very end identified as a reporter investigating the 
crime it does not identify iiim as what he was, a gictim of it and one on whose behalf 
uhe Christie Institute filed the suit referred to. My recollection of the Miami judge's 
decision referred to in the last paragraph, wiile not at all complete, is clear that 
the judge gave oth ^ u 5 e a3°ns .tlum the alleged lack of proof that Amac Galil, not identi- 
iied in the story in any way, Tor' dismissing the suit. Another reason was the serious 
defects and inaccuracies in the affidavit filed by the unnamed head of the Christie 
Institute, Daniel P. Sheehan.

Whatever the pro- 
spects of the suit he filed may have been, he e lim i n ated then with that affidavit and he 
portrayed himself as irresponsible. His affidavit in the areas J indicate also was not 
based on personal knowledge that as a lawyer he should have known is required of testimony. 

The press had long connected*' John “ull with the CIA and tjie Reagan White House. 
Costa Rica has now done that in an official proceeding. 

if and when Cofl$a Rica make a formal effort to extradict Lull, I believe that one 
way or another it will be frustrated and that whatever the reasons then given are, the 
real reason will be to prevent the presentation in a formal, official proceeding of the 
evidencenthat along with the Guba*exiles and their ^ontras the Reagan Uhite House and the 
CIA were responsible for the at -empted assassination and for the murders and many injur- 
ies in the La Penoa bonhing. ^ull also ju/fjed bail. * don't knoU< if that is extradictable.
